The Town of Middleton is pleased to dedicate the 2019 Annual Report to Selectman Jon Hotchkiss. A native 
of New Hampshire, Jon was born and raised on a 360-acre farm in Goffstown, New Hampshire. Jon and his wife 
Janet taught in the Farmington School District before relocating to White Plains, New York in 1982. Jon begana 
stellar teaching career with the White Plains School system as a junior high and high school math teacher and 
principal. However, he passionately spoke of the day when he would retire from teaching, as well as his dual 33- 
year career in the US Naval Reserves. and return "home" to New Hampshire. In 1986, he and Janet bought their first 
home in Middleton so that they could do just that. Jon and Janet enjoyed their summers in Middleton, swimming 
with their six children at Sunrise Lake, snowshoeing over the school vacations. In 2010, Jon retired from the White 
Plains School system and moved full time to his home on Dudley Drive. 


Jon was appointed Emergency Management Director in 2011 for the Town of Middleton. During this time, he 
interfaced with New Hampshire's Homeland Security to write grants that would update radio communications with 
the Police Department. He also coordinated efforts with the police for several emergency situations iN town. In 
2012, Jon was elected Selectman; he is currently finishing his third term. As Margaret Mead once said: “Never 
doubt that a small group of thoughtful, concerned citizens can change the world. Indeed, it is the only thing that 
ever has." Jon assumed the leadership role as Chairman of the Selectmen when the town was first developing its 
plan to construct its own elementary school and change school districts. He also was instrumental in rehabbing the 
Town's Highway Garage, saw to it that additional funds were available to update the Old Town Hall's kitchen, and 
supported the most recent Fire Department addition. There were many other smaller projects that Jon worked on 
with local residents in town or serving in his position on the Sunrise Lake Village District Dam Commission. To put 
it simply, just thoughtful concerned citizens who want to change their part of the world.

And, he is proud that whenever a resident needs help, he can answer a question, field a problem, develop a plan, 
offer support or direction - whether in the Town offices, at home, or on a walk around the neighborhood.

We have audited the financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Middleton, New Hampshire for the year ended 
December 31, 2018. Professional standards require that we provide you with information about our 
responsibilities under generally accepted auditing standards, as well as certain information related to the 
planned scope and timing of our audit. We have communicated such information in our letter to you dated 
January 18, 2019. Professional standards also require that we communicate to you the following 
information related to our audit. 


Significant Audit Findings 


Qualitative Aspects of Accounting Practices 


Management is responsible for the selection and use of appropriate accounting policies. The significant 
accounting policies used by the Town of Middleton, New Hampshire are described in Note | to the 
financial statements. During the year ended December 31, 2018, the Town adopted and implemented 
provisions of GASB Statement No. 75 — Accounting and Financial Reporting for Postemployment 
Benefits Other Than Pensions as it pertains to its cost-sharing multiple-employer defined OPEB plan. 
Accordingly, the cumulative effect of the accounting change as of the beginning of the year has been 
reported in the financial statements and is described in Note 14 to the basic financial statements. noted no 
transactions entered into by the governmental unit during the year for which there is a lack of 
authoritative guidance or consensus. All significant transactions have been recognized in the financial 
statements in the proper period. 


Accounting estimates are an integral part of the financial statements prepared by management and are 
based on management’s knowledge and experience about past and current events and assumptions about 
future events. Certain accounting estimates are particularly sensitive because of their significance to the 
financial statements and because of the possibility that future events affecting them may differ 
significantly from those expected. 


The most sensitive estimate affecting the Governmental Activities financial statements was: 


Management’s estimates of the useful lives of depreciable capital assets are based on 
historical utilization of assets. We evaluated the key factors and assumptions used to 
develop the useful lives of depreciable capital assets in determining that it is reasonable 
in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 


The most sensitive estimates affecting the General Fund, aggregate remaining fund information and the 
Governmental Activities financial statements were: 


Management’s estimate of the allowance for uncollectible receivables is based on the 
likelihood of the Town to collect monies owed to it. We evaluated the key factors and 
assumptions used to develop the estimate for uncollectible receivables in determining that 


it is reasonable in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. Significant 
estimates also include actuarial assumptions used in determining pension and other post- 
employment benefit costs which are based on plan audited financial statements. We 
evaluated the assumptions used in the plan audited financial statements to determine that 
they are reasonable in relation to the financial statements as a whole. 


Certain financial statement disclosures are particularly sensitive because of their significance to financial 
statement users. The most sensitive disclosure affecting the financial statements was: 


As discussed in Note 2 to the financial statements, the Town has not implemented all 
provisions of GASB No. 75, Accounting and Financial Reporting for Postemployment 
Benefits Other Than Pensions. The provisions of GASB Statement 75 were required to 
be implemented by the Town during the year ended December 31, 2018. 


The financial statement disclosures are neutral, consistent, and clear. 
Difficulties Encountered in Performing the Audit 


We encountered no significant difficulties in dealing with management in performing and completing our 
audit. 


Corrected and Uncorrected Misstatements 


Professional standards require us to accumulate all known and likely misstatements identified during the 
audit, other than those that are clearly trivial, and communicate them to the appropriate level of 
management. Management has corrected all such misstatements. Please see the attached schedule of 
material adjustments detected and corrected as a result of audit procedures. 


Disagreements with Management 


For purposes of this letter, a disagreement with management is a financial accounting, reporting, or 
auditing matter, whether or not resolved to our satisfaction, that could be significant to the financial 
statements or the auditor’s report. We are pleased to report that no such disagreements arose during the 
course of our audit. 


Management Representations 


We have requested certain representations from management that are included in the management 
representation letter dated April 22, 2019. 


Management Consultations with Other Independent Accountants 


In some cases, management may decide to consult with other accountants about auditing and accounting 
matters, similar to obtaining a “second opinion” on certain situations. If a consultation involves 
application of an accounting principle to the governmental unit’s financial statements or a determination 
of the type of auditor’s opinion that may be expressed on those statements, our professional standards 
require the consulting accountant to check with us to determine that the consultant has all the relevant 
facts. To our knowledge, there were no such consultations with other accountants. 


Other Audit Findings or Issues 


We generally discuss a variety of matters, including the application of accounting principles and auditing 
standards, with management each year prior to retention as the governmental unit’s auditors. However, 
these discussions occurred in the normal course of our professional relationship and our responses were 
not a condition to our retention. 


The Town did not adopt all provisions of GASB 75 — Accounting and Financial Reporting for 
Postemployment Benefits Other Than Pensions during the current year which resulted in an adverse 
opinion on the Government-Wide statements. 


Other Matters 


We applied certain limited procedures to the management’s discussion and analysis, budgetary 
comparison information the schedule of changes in the Town’s proportionate share of the net pension 
liability, and the schedule of Town contributions which are required supplementary information (RSJ) that 
supplements the basic financial statements. Our procedures consisted of inquiries of management 
regarding the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for consistency with 
management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we 
obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We did not audit the RSI and do not express 
an opinion or provide any assurance on the RSI. 


We were engaged to report on the combining nonmajor fund financial statements, which accompany the 
financial statements but are not RSI. With respect to this supplementary information, we made certain 
inquiries of management and evaluated the form, content, and methods of preparing the information to 
determine that the information complies with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the method of preparing it has not changed from the prior period, and the information 
is appropriate and complete in relation to our audit of the financial statements. We compared and 
reconciled the supplementary information to the underlying accounting records used to prepare the 
financial statements or to the financial statements themselves.

Middleton Planning Board 
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The 2019 Sunrise Milfoil Mitigation involved a new approach which included a new herbicide on 
heavily infested areas. Because treatments in the past few years did not produce much mitigation results 
NH DES determined that this year’s treatment should utilize a new highly successful herbicide by the name 
of Procellacor EC. This new propriety treatment was approved by the EPA and NH DES and has been used 
in the state on a few lakes in the past two years with great success. The treatment did however, come in at 
a higher cost than we have seen in the past. We also supplemented the Diver Assisted Suction Harvest 
(hand pulling) method in areas that were not going to be treated by the herbicide. 


The Diver Assisted Suction Harvest (hand pulling) method was conducted by AB Aquatics of 
Henniker, NH and began on July 23, 2019 and completed by July 26, 2019. The final cost to the Town 
was $3,346.88. A harvest of 323 gallons was made. On August 12, 2019 the herbicide treatment was 
conducted by Solitude Lake Management of Virginia Beach, VA. The treatment had a net cost to the Town 
of $7,143.00. Therefore, the combined cost of the treatments for 2019 was $10, 489.88. This was below 
our estimates for the mitigation and was fully funded from the Milfoil Invasive Aquatic Species Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


A informal inspection of the herbicide treatment areas in September and October showed a dramatic 
reduction, if not elimination of milfoil. An inspection in early 2020 will be conducted by NH DES to get a 
full assessment of the treatment and suggest mitigation plans for 2020. Those plans for 2020 will only 
include DASH mitigation and may be reduced from past years activities. 


As a result of the NH DES grants and the generosity of the residents of Middleton the Milfoil Invasive 
Aquatic Species Capital Reserve Fund is very healthy. In fact, its current balance is a little over $7,000 
which will most likely cover 2020 mitigation plans. 


The ability to continue with the milfoil mitigation plans will enable the community to minimize the 
effects of invasive species in Sunrise Lake and control the infestation for the long term and improve the 
overall health of the lake for the residents of Middleton. The Herbicide treatment in 2019 appears to have 
been a success and will improve the quality of Sunrise Lake.
